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• A French Physician Eesuscitates 

a Dead Body. 

We clip tlie following from the New 
"York. Mercury;" Our readers caa 
use their own judgment us to the cou- 
clusions of the oxpenmouls and tho 
insanity doctor: 

Mods, le Doctour Bussy d'Alembert, 
a noted French surgeon and physician, 
has long held that life mi^ht be pro- 
loDgeclindeilmtelr'i&some classes of 
paticiQ't'B/subb, for 'instance, as those 
who have sufifered no fatal lesions, but 
■who are perishing from aneemia or the 
degenerating uud non-production of 
proper blood coipuclcs. 

Until the 9th day of last November 
he found no one willing to accept as 
-true bis seeniingly visionary theory, 
^ut having secured a suitable patient 
■ fdr experimental purposes in the j^er- 
Bon of M. Nathan Isauea, a near rela- 
tive, by the way, of Buron Rothschild, 
be immediately proceeded to ilemon- 
cstrate .5.tbe truth of his hitherto 
unsubstantial assertions. Mr. Isaacs 
■was dying of an ansomic disorder, and 
. having' heard 01 Doctor d'Alembert's 
theory, he sent for him on the date 
above mentioned, having discharged 
his family physician, and placed him- 
self .wholly under the care of Doctor 
• d'A. Upon his arrival d'Alembert 
: found hia patient upon the point of 
death, and the more strongly to de- 
monstrate the tenability of his belief, 
he determined to allow Mr. Isaacs to 
expire before trying his experiments. 

No stimulants being exhibited, Mr. 
-Isaacs quietly breathed his last on the 
morning of November 11th, nt 4:30 o'- 
clock. Dr. d'A., who slept in the 
house, having been informed of this 
fact by one of the nurses, immediately 
had the body placed in the box (cou- 
r'^Btrufjted with double walls packed 
liWith'charcoilil). and entirely covered 
'^with pounded ice, and then Liad it re- 
■"■'moved to his oflSce, whore in the pres- 
ence of Drs. Dupuy, Dion, Etliuenne 
and Record (the two latter members of 
the Academy of Science) had the body 
removed from the box, wiped thorough- 
ly dry and placed on a table, the top 
which was formed of a plate of glass 
two inches thick. The Paris Revue 
■ Medicale describes the result of the 
experiments as follows: 

"Two assistants then began with 
dry friction to shampoo the entire sur- 
face of the body. This being thorough- 
ly done, the doctor made an incision, 
reaching to the spine at the first ver- 
tebra, and buried there a smooth cop- 
per plate attached to one wire of an 
electric battery. The incision was 
neatly sewed up to bold the plate in 
place, and the cicatix cohered with 
collodion or other tincture of gum cot- 
ton. ■ 

Another copper plate connecting 
with the same pole of the battery wus 
buried at the base of skull, and still a 
third of zinc, connected with the op- 
posite pole of the" battery, was buried 
fn-a Bimilar manner at tho base of the 
Bteruum. Everything being in readi- 
ness, an almost imperceptible stream 
of electricity wan turned on, and so 
gradually increased that it was fully 
an hour before any twitching of tho 
muscles could be discovered. At in- 
tervals of five. minutes tho tongue was 
moistened with an elixir composed of 
cognac brandy of 180 per cent 
proof, which had been rectihed 
six tunes through biters of sand char- 
coal and fejt." -The tongue and fauces 
were moistened with lime juu'^ and 
water to prevent excoriation o; them 
by the strength of liquor. At the end 
of an hour very miuuto gobulos of 
perspiration could bo seen with the 
magnifying glass upon tho glands of 
the throat, axilleo and groins. At this 
point artificial respiration was begun 
and kept up. Toward tho close of 
the third hour the liesh had a moist 
feeling, the entire surface of the body 
being covered with a light perspiration. 
From this stage we deem it best to 
copy verbatim the dinry of Dr. d'Alem- 
bert: , . , • 

Fourth Hour— Bi-oalbmg being es- 
tablished, artificial resr-iration was 
discontinued. Time between exhalta 
tion and inhalation of tho breath, 
twenty seconds, though growing more

a slight slumber, the pf; ,"ent called for 
"wife and Etta" (his child). 

Thirteenth and Fourteenth Hours 
— Sound slumber, from Avhich the 
patient awoke refreshed, and began a 
conversation in a weak tone. Pefectly 
rational. 

The battery was kept attached to 
Mr. Isaacs and the stimulants contin- 
ued, though at longer intervals and in 
larger quantities. 

The most singular part of this truly 
strange story is the/fuot thati although 
Mr. Ibducs recovered bis intellect with 
the renewal of his life, yet his moral 
faculties were entirely dormant. 

When his wife and child were 
brought to him he evinced no emotion 
whatever, and while his memory re- 
called every incident of his former life 
and all of his acquaintan 
his couversuliohs and ideas were more 
brilliant than ever before — yet it was 
impossible to call up any association 
that ^'nrait iatigb^ sayMndifferentito him . 
WlieninKrMeH ot KrmothVr's'^eJth 
(though he bad been the most devoted 
of sons) he merely remarked, "Well, 
bbe was old enough, heaven knows." 
Though formerly very devout iu his 
observance of religion, ho had become 
most bl^pljemoup. rjp^e)W,quld not tell 
the truth if possible to lie, and seemed 
to take most intense delight to steal 
and secrete about his person any ob- 
ject, even of the most trivial value. He 
made frequent attempts to rob the 
D.ictor of his watch while bending over 
him to administer stimulants, etc. 

Dr. Beyaoult St. Pierre, the highest 
Parisian authority on insanity and 
matters relating to the psychology and 
and physiology of the brain, being 
called iu, said ho could account for 
his condition only by supposi g that 
while his intellect had been resumed 
along with his new life, his soul had 
fled forever. He argues that were 
this a case only of insanity the brain 
would not have increased in brilliancy, 
nor would theT'theiitibfy^fiaylii^^^^

The^blasphemies^ad^ pbaeene con- 
d ubif and 'co9'^'erMioh"''*i'f "Mr."'' Isaacs 
having become too terrible, it wus de- 
termined to discontinue the stimulus 
and disconnect the battery. This 
being done, the fatal sign of his cough- 
ing began, and in thirty minutes the 
animal heat and all signs of life had 
dissappeared, and death has assumed 
his sway. Immediately on his disso- 
lution the eyes sank, the .=<kin shrivel- 
ed, a hideous sttnch pervaded the 
whole apartment, and the corpse had 
an appearance of having been dead for 
weeks. Thus endediOUOiOf the most 
remarkable experimdntB on record. 

Dr. d'Alembert says that prior to tho 
experiment he has made soveial simi- 
lar ones on tho body^f cats and dogs, 
starved to death f6i:>tb(9 pl]^rp~bBe of

THE COMMITTEE ON FTTBUO 
AdOOUNTS. 

This Committee baa Bubmitted a report 
to Ui8 nouBO which places the Govern- 
ment in a better position before the coun- 
try than its most ardent friends could 
have hojed. Wo ha/o frequently' MserL- 
ed that tbo indobtednoaa of theliands and 
Works Department, at the time the Wal- 
kem Govornment gave np the ghost, was 
rifling $264,000. This statement Mr. 
' Beoven stronuonsly denied. On Monday 
he'sftid that the indoblednesa of the de- 
partment whsu he left office was less than 
$500. Mr. Beavou is a member of the 
Public Acfouuts Committeo. During the 
session it has been his duty to inquire in- 
to the finaDciul condition of tbeProvince, 
In the oourae of recent debates Lo has 
thiown out hint3 of the disoovery of grave 
irregularities at the Treasary; and the 
smalt local clique whose chief end" would 
appear to be to find mare's nests have 
even hinted at extreme peoulaiion in the 
departments. The public will be glad to 
learn from the report that there have 
been no peoulatiou or irregularities since 
'Walkeni & Oo. rfatired. There have been 
no oommitiBions paid to public brokers 
for -work the Finance Minister was paid to 
do; no tenders opened in advance of Iho 
advertised day; no expensive trips to Lon- 
don; no bills for "horsefeed. for the At- 
torney Geuonil;" uo "liniment" supp'd 
ed for his chufed limbs; no viilises pur 
cbaFcd to hold his "dud«," no iron is- 
lands gobbled up. The Committeo have 
peered into every nook and corner; have 
subjected officials and books to iuquiai- 
torial ejaminalion, and report that not 
the slightest .irregularity or peonlation 
has occurred since the present Govern- 
ment came into power. It all occurred 
before. The report must have been a bit- 
ter pill for Dr. A«h and Mr, Beaven to 
swallow; and wo fancy we sea them mak- 
ing a wry face over the medicine, which 
they themselves had compounded. 

Now what does the report show ? That 
the'snm of 8166,599 34 was paid in 1876 
OD contracts entered into in 1875 by Mr. 
Beavon, aud that there remains a balance 
tf $89,347 still unpaid on the same ac- 
count. On contracts entered into by the 
present Govornment in 1876 there has 
been paid S21 ,669, leaving only §14,024 
unpaid. It is clear, therefore, that so far 
from this Government being liable to oen- 
kure they have diai-harged one hun- 
dred and kixty-six thmmnd Jive hundred 
and ninetu-nine dollariB of the indebted 
nosB Mr. Btaven left oflSce without p 
vision to meet! It is the height of ingra 
titude for him to assail the men who hav 
striven earnestly and honestly to rectify 
his errors, and who have, to a certain ex- 
tent, succeeded. The report further states 
thet there hes besn^oolleoted daring the 
year in the wa^ of Asscssmisht andSubool 
Tax the following amounts:

APF0INTUB.NT OF OODNTV OUUBX JDOOE. 

Mr. Ounhingham moved for correspon- 
denco respecting tho appointment of a 
county court judge for tiie distiict i f New 
"Westminster, Biitit-h Columbia. Ho suiil 
he bad frequentl.v called the aitentioii of 
the hon. tho Miiii.'it-.a' of Juttice lo this 
matter, but unfortunately up to tho pres- 
ent uo Hppoi.jtment had iieen made. 

Br. Bluko said tho diHiciilty to which 
the hou. geutkman uUuilod bud roceiveil 
the earnest ailt;utiOo of the Gov-crumciit. 
The expuiitcf couueeted wi h tho admin- 
istration of justice in British Columbia 
were extremely lurge, and the judicial 
btiifT, cirL-umhtiini-cd as thut Province was, 
was very greut. It was origiuul'y arrang- 
ed at tho time of uniou that tho exis-tiug 
lunctiouarios,called County Gum t Judges, 
s h o n I d; 'datlDg' tifeir dtvea or go&dvbehav- 
ior, be coutinned in olHco. Tjo provitlon 
wiiH miide by Pailiiment for the ocntinu- 
uuce of tho sitalT of these judged. It was 
tuereforo not in the powi-rof tho Goveru- 
tnuDt upon tho dumisa of the lato Judge. 
Bashtiy on its own motion to make an ap- 
pointment for the vacancy. It was one of 
the elToots of our ooostitution tbntihe 
judicial poworawere divided between tho 
local iinil central Farliuments. He undcr- 
biooil thut a Bill waa ni,.w ponding iu the 
Locul Legis ature for the purpose of t f- 
ft'cting a reorganizatiou of the nystem. Ho 
was sorry lo Icm-n, however, ttiat ouo of 
the provisi(ms required the appointniout 
of barristers as County Court judges, 
which would require them at once to 
superanhuate the existing judges. He 
believed that- would ■• bo -an unforttinate 
htep for the Local Government to lake. 
Although the present judges Mere not 
men of legal training, thuy were men of 
ability and accubtomed to deal with local 
matters. 

Mr. Bunstor said ho could quite uuder- 
Etand tne anxiety of his hon. friend in 
seeking; to get a Oonoty Court. judge ap> 
pointed for the'distriotof New Webtmins- 

tor, for tho very good reason that he was 
a merchant and probably want>-d to sue a 
pood many pel sous fur bills, but ho (Mr. 
Bunstcr) would ho sorry to see tho hon. 
member accommodated in th-it matter. He 
believed the Government had far better 
reserve all their resoiiroeii for^tii^.oon 
^tructiou of the Pacific Railway rather 
than in appointing new judges and super- 
unnuiitiiig the old ones. 

Mr. Thompson (Caribon) said ho fully 
coniuuTcd in tho reiniuks of tho Miniater 
of Justice ai to uliiizing the services of 
tho pre^el:t County Court Judge; it would 
be most convenient for the conntiy. 
Tho motion was agreed to. 

TUEWASHINOTON TREATT. 

Mr. DsCosmos asked, have any nego- 
tiations been opened with tho United 
States since tho List session of Parlia- 
ment with tho object of extending the2ht 
Article of tho Treaty of Washington of 
1871 to British Columbia. If not, is it 
tlio intention of tho Government to urge 
Her Majesty's Imperial Government to do 
ho.

Columbia an.l the United Slates Govt rn- 
mentH, and his prediction had been veri 
lit d. Dunnt; last Mimincr two difficultii-s 
had urihfi), b-th of which showeil the im- 
jiortanee uf thi.s quefiiiou.' A Canadian 
olhcer was coming ilown tlio Btieki on near 
the boundary liuo « iili tw o prisom rs who. 
alter assaulting tho con- tible, luannged 
ti) ese.ijje. However, one of tijcm was re- 
captuied and tuknu back andpuniHhcd for 
tli<- assault aud the aitempt.d en-ape. The 
other could <t ! e toucht d.on iheground, 
as wu-< alleged, that ho made his escape 
into United Hiat'-s tt-rritory, that i-* to say 
north of the boundary line, tho 49th par- 
allel. He wanted tu know what the Gov- 
ernment were going to do in tho matter. 
Hii iitidcr.stoDd there were letters on tlie 
Hulijoct by ihH Giicuit Judge and try tho 
Collecior at Victori.i, which were cousid- 
01 (id important. 

ftlr. Bluko said tho hon. gentleman 
would find when the papers were brought 
down that.tbe Oovernmeiit had given the 
matter their earnest atiention,bnt thecor- 
rcs|)ondet)co was in such a condi i.in that 
It wa-1 not in tho pub ic int'rcBt that even 
the sniuU jiortion a-ki-d for should be 
bronght ilown, and upon tho whole it was 
perliHiis bt ttin- that no statement should 
bo nmdo except tliut the Gavornment had 
been dilligout in asserting what they be- 
lieved to bo the rights of Canada; that 
nothing had hoi-n conceded which could 
be fairly maintaiued, and that eflbrts had 
been directed to obtain asettled boundary 
line, and ponding that tho maintenance of 
the statu of tliiujis aa thoy aro, aud failing 
thut again, the Government had directed 
an ofKuor of their pwn.to proceed to make 
such a general exuiiamalibn as would verify 
them in tho position which they thought 
they had a right to take. Two qnoalions 
were involved; one was the boundary line, 
and the other was the navigation of tiie 
Btickoen, aud there wore many important 
points connected with the latter. It was 
very difflcnlt to determine wtietber < the 
point ivhere Martin escaped wiis above or 
below the boundary line,aod any informa- 
tion on this point would bo welcome to 
iho Governmeut, as would also ho any in- 
formatiou of a delinite character regarding 
the location of tho Custom Houso referred 
lo. The Govornment had not supposed 
that any agreement had been come to. He 
would have to ask the hon. friend to with- 
praw the motion, 
The motion was willulrawn.

The buutes 
Lore tell him that tboy will suttla tho 
terms, and they are quite rigbt. Thoy 
see thttt tbe governmout borrowed this

Hon. Mr. Elliott sail tho hon. gentle- 
man has never yet got np in this House 
without dtiprecatiuif a 1 yorsoualities. In 
the general por.-ouaii ies directed against 
©very member on ibis si lo, he had made 
them out to beini|)ostc'i B, and having no 
right to sit in tho Houte. As lepieseuting 
no one, howeve.-, he left tlii< to tbe gen 
tlemen thumxel' e.n to defeml ; but he had 
implied th.»t he (Mr. Edioti) had got up 
a potitiou ill liii own favor.

If the 
credit of the country has been mined it 
was by th« late Government, for besides 
this 8442,000 they had reduced the subsi- 
dy, thereby lessening thij revenue of the 
country. L ist year tho Government kept 
within $142,000.
